Branan’s Statement. 

Mr. Branan’s statement, 
follows: 

“The action of the county commis- 
-sioners in voting thousands of dollars 
of increase’ in salaries to county offi- 
cials and employees is a shame and a 
disgrace and the taxpayers of the 
county should inaugurate a movement 
at onee to oust them from office for 
their abuse of the public trust. 

“Everyone familiar with affairs 
at the courthouse knows that there 
is a combination of officeholders to 
control the affairs of the county and 
that the county commissioners are 
in this combination and subservient 
to it. It is a case of the ‘tail wag- 
ging the dog.’ The officeholders 
dominate the caunty commission and 
together they nominate and_ elect 
most of the county’s representatives 
to the legislature while the taxpay- 
ers are ignorant or indifferent as to 
the inside of affairs. 

“Not only is there a conspiracy to 
discredit the salary system with a 
view to having the old fee system re- 
stored but the waste of the public 
money and the failure to observe the 
most obvious economies is rapidly 
leading to the necessity of a_ raise 
in the tax rate. Already the county 
is up against a deficit of approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 and ~. the 45,000 
authorized to increase salaries just 
adds this much more to the deficit. 

Out of- Proportion. 

_ “Salaries are being paid county of- 
ficers out of all proportion to their 
value, out of all proportion to the 
salaries paid men who hold similarly 
responsible positions in private life, 
and out of all proportion to the sak 
these officers be- 
fore they entered the employ of the 
county. 

“The raise voted the tax receiver 
of from $7,500 a year to $12,000 is 
outrageous. This official only works 
about four or five months a year and 
the explanation that he was given 
a $4, a ‘year salary boost in order 
to equalize salaries will ,not, I am 
certain, justify the taxpayers who 
must provide the extra funds to meet 
the raise. : 

_“There is nothing personal in my 
fight for the salary system. I in- 
augurated it back in 1895 when I 
introduced a bill in the legislature 
providing for a change from the fee 
to the salary system, which was long 
before some of the present officehold- 
ers were elected. I have fought for 
the change ever since and have given 
much valuable time’ and much of my 
private funds to the cause. 

“I have many friends among the 
county officials and on the county 
commission and I have no personal 
feelings against them. I am some- 
what in the position of the >rothers 
side in the War Between th~ States. 
Each dreaded to go into battle be- 
ause he fe: ' he would wound or 
kill his brother. I am loathxto en- 
gage in a battle against my personal 
friends, but my duty and my con- 
science .mpel me to espouse the cause 
of the people, which is the cause of 
right. 

ye | not only introduced the bill in 
the legislature to change ihe system, 
but when I later became a member 
of the county executive committee I 
succeeded in having the cormittee 
submit the question to the voters and 
the result was that.the vote was about 
nine to one in.favor of the salary sys- 
tem. I then spent much time before 
legislative committees in an effort to 
have the will of the people enacted into 
law. It has been a hard fight and 
one that has been hampered at every 
turn by the officeholder:, who hope 
to create a situation whereby more 
money will be paid for the conduct 
of county affairs under the salary sys- 
tem than under the fee system. Thus 
they hope to discredit ‘the salary. sys- 
tem and restore the fee system. Add- 
ing numerous employees to the pay- 
rolis and piling up enermous salaries 
is the method by which it is hoped to 
bring about the desired change back 
to the old fee system.

Embalming fluid had so 
soaked through the bandages that it 
eaused them to adhere to the y; 
and they have to be cut away in 
chunks, an operation of supreme deli- 
eacy, if injury to the flesh is to 
avoided. 

All previous arguments tothe ef- 
fect that the body would not be 
denuded of its last coverings and that 
the scientific aims would be attained 
solely by X-ray examination, went 
by the board when it was discovered 
that many jewels were sewn into the 
mummy clothes. 

Gold Framework Over Body. 


Over the body of the king rested a 
jeweled, enameled gold framework. I 
hear, but cannot confirm, that some 
metal: work in the inner casket was 
badly rusted, indicating some damage 
by the embalming fluid or other 
liquid. 

Most of the gems found were dis- 


quire careful polishing, as will much 
of the king’s regalia, before their full 
brilliance is apparent. 


Although the market value of Tut- 
Ankh-Amen’s jewelry will be immense, 
this is due to the art of the lapidaries 
and goldsmiths of the brilliant court, 
educated in the school of Tel El- 
Amrna, capital of the heretic Pharaoh, 
Akhnaton, Tut’s father-in-law, rather 
than to the jewels themselves, for the 
ancient Egyptians did not use the 
stones regarded as precious today. 


Artistic Value Stressed. 


It was emphasized to me that stress 
should be placed on the tremendous 
artistic value of the contents of the 
sarcophagus, rather than on the ma- 
terial wealth in gold and jewels, al- 
though a great quantity of gold is 
used in the regalia and the king him- 
self lay wrapped in sheets: of it. 

Such work has never come down 
from antiquity before, excepting a few 
scattered gems of other Pharaohs, now 
in the Cairo museum. 

Summing up the impressions of the 
last two days, a qualified observer told 
me tonight that the contents of the 
ante-chamber, which so excited the 
world on their discovery, were all sec- 
ond «rate compared to the objects 
placed around the sacred person of 
the king himself..

Uncle Ray’s Corner. 
Coins and Money Lenders 
\ 


The people of ancient Egypt appear 
to have had no coins’ in the common 
sense of the word. Their buying was 
done almost entirely by trading one 
object ‘for another. Their only 
“money” was in the form of rings or 
spirals of gold or silver. This money 
was not stamped with the mark of 
ruler or country. 


In Babylonia’ trading was done in 
much the same way, but coins were 
‘finally worked out. At first, it a 
pears that bars of metal made up the 
only money.. A bar of one weight was 
a “rina,” of another weight a “tal- 
ent.’ 

In the British museum is a cone- 
shaped stone of dark green color. The 
writing on the stone says that it is 
the exact weight of a mina. In our 
system of weights it amounts to 
slightly more than two pounds. 

Some minas were-gold. Others were 
silver. A silver mina in our money 
would be worth about $36. <A gold 
mina: would be worth about . 

As time went on coins came into 
use. These were stamped on 
sides and the designs showed where 
they were made. Some were of gold, 
‘others of silver, and still others of 
bronze. 

The small silver coins of the time 
were “shekels.” They were worth 
about 60 cents. A gold shekel was 
worth about $6.60. The “talent” was 
owned by no one except kings or the 
richest men. A silver talent was 
worth $2,176. It was not a coin, but 
a bar weighing about 130 pounds. 
Gold talents of that time would have 
a present value of about $24,000.
